A, PERSOUAL HISTORY 

Bom 29 March' 1893 in Vienna, He is a Jev4sh Austrian citizen. Before 
the war SPITZ was an art dealer and also carried on various financial deali^s-,Heo 
spent seventeen years in the United States from 1896 until 1913* After the, Austrian 
Anschluss because of his Jewish blood he moved from Vienna to Belgi\un TJhere he 
lived until that country was overrun ty the Germans . He then returned to Munich 
TJhere he carried on his business as an art dealer. 



B. NAZI PARTY ACTIVITY 

■ In February 19i;2 SPITZ was having trouble because of his ra.ce in ob- 
; taining papers. He finally obtained his papers through Oberstvirmfuehrer Josef 
» DAUSER, head of Amt VI, tiunich. At the end of 19U3 DAUSER introduced SPITZ to 
Fritz SCFvjEIm'D alias VjEI'IDIG who was involved in making purehases for the HSHA, 
SCHJiiEMD put pressure on SIGITZ to act as one of his buying agents. SPITZ made 
several trips to Belgium and Holland where he bought paintings using English 
pounds given to him ly SClWfEND. 



C. DETAIIS. OF AJiREST 

The name of C-eorge SPITZ was obtained through an informer who vra!s ■ 
being used ly SCI, Ihmich. SPITZ was described as having helped the SD in its 
financial operations. He was picked up at his home and interrogated on 13 May 
He is at present living at his home at Beuerberg in provisional liberty. 



D. COOPERATION TO BATE 

Has furnished information on target personalities and the location 
of paintings purchased for the RSHA, 




E. FEBBABILITY OF COOPERATION 



SPITZ impressed this officer as reliable, trustworthy and intelli- 
gent. He is willing to cooperate and has already given useful information. He has 
many contacts T/ith people of various classes and it is felt that he can continue 
to be of value for a long period of time.

SPITZ is living on his farm. It is proposed that when it is feasible 
that he be allowed to resume his business as an art dealer in Munich, Because of 
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his contacts he would be able to furnish us vdth information of value for a long 
period of timfe. It is propssed that before he returns to Munich that he continue 
to give us information that Td.!! enable us to obtain complete information on the 
activities of the members of iiat II and the location of any personalities vfho are 
still, at large.
